Reputable Witness Volunteers S ta te ­ 
ment That He Saw Paul 
B eattie j 


With a Shotgun the Day Following 


the Date on Which Paul D eclares H i 
Gave Weapon to His Cousin, Henry 


Clay Beattie, Jr. 


Chesterfield Courthouse, Va.. Sept. 
I.—By discrediting, in one important 
feature, the testim ony'of the common­ 
wealth’s most dam aging witness, Paul 
Beattie, the cousin of the accused, 
the lawyers defending 
Henry Clay 
Beattie, jr., the young man being tried 
on the charge of wife murder, have 
achieved the first serious undermining 
of the strong case built up against 
their client by the prosecution. 
Ernest Neblett, the superintendent 
of the paper mill in Richmond, and a 
young qaan of good character, was the 
witness. 
Only the day before he had 
volunteered to come out to the count- 
house and tell the lawyers for Beattie 
that he knew of facts th at contro­ 
verted evidence given by Paul Beattie, 
which he had read in the newspapers. 
He does not know the prisoner and,’as 
he said under oath, he had no purpose 
in going to the witness stand except 
to see that justice wras fairly done. 
In the story th at Paul Beattie tol$ 
from the witness chair, detailing the 
purchase of the shotgun and its deliv­ 
ery’ by him to his cousin, Henry, be­ 
fore the m urder w’as committed. Paul 
was very certain of the hour w hen lie 
had given the gun to the accused. He 
had bought it on the m orning of the 
Saturday preceding the Tuesday upon 
which the homicide was committed: 
had left it wrapped up and with his 
nam e on the wrappings in the pawn­ 
shop wrhere the purchase had been 
made, 
and 
then, 
shortly 
after 
IO 
o’clock of th at Saturday night, so 
Paul’s testimony ran, he had accom­ 
panied his cousin H enry to the pawn­ 
shop in the latter’s auto and had there 
delivered the shotgun to him. 
He 
swore th at he had not seen the gun 
again until it was shown to him $t the 
coroner’s inquest four days after Mrs. 
Beattie l*frd been murdered. 
’■‘W hen Neblett took the stand he told 
of having driven down to the paper 
mill where he is employed, on Sunday, 
July 16, w’hich wras the day following 
the Saturday fixed in Paul B eattie’s 
testimony. 
He had gone to the mill 
on a duty concerning his office work. 
As he drew* near the mill he passed a 
rough storehouse, used for the storing 
of cement, adjacent to the door of the 
paper mill. 
"W hom did you see in the door of 
that cem ent house?” Smith asked. 
"Paul Beattie,” the witness replied. 
"And did you notice what he was 
doing, if anything?” 
“Yes; he was just closing the breach 
of 
an 
old-fashioned 
single-barreled 
shotgun. 
H e leaned it up against the 
wall and came out to speak to me. 
I 
know’ him slightly, for he is w-atchman 
at Mayo’s bridge.” 
The lawyer handed the shotgun in 
evidence to Neblett and asked him if 
he could identify it as the sam e gun 
that he bad seen in Paul Beattie’s 
possession the day after Paul, in his 
testimony, had said th at the gun was 
in H enry B eattie’s hands. 
Neblett 
looked tile gun over carefully 
and 
finally said that it seemed to resemble 
the one he had seen, but that he could 
not swear that it was the same. 
Henry Beattie will go on the stand 
and swear th a t he never authorized 
Paul to buy him a shotgun, and that 
he did not go to the pawnshop with 
him to receive the shotgun. 
Then the 
jury will have to decide the issue of 
veracity. 
Against the veracity of Paul Beat­ 
tie, 
the 
defense 
launches 
several 
sworn aspersions. 
Several witnesses 
w’ho said that they knew Paul, de­ 
clared his reputation for truth telling 
was very bad. 
Even David D. Beattie 
of Hanover county, who is the grand­ 
father of Paul Beattie and an uncle of 
the prisoner, was called to the stand 
for this purpose. 
The old gentlem an 
answered very unwillingly that he was 
afraid his grandson Paul’s reputation 
for veracity was very bad. 


American Member of Commission Se­ 
lected to Fix Terms of Indemnity to 
China For Ruthless Slaughter of In­ 
offensive Chinos© in Mexican City 
Talks of the Affair, Declaring That 


No Language Can Describe Details. 


Mexico City, Sept. I.—Arthur Bas­ 
sett, American m em ber of the commit­ 
tee selected by China and Mexico to 
examine into the claims of China for 
the butchery of over 300 Chinese when 
Torreon was taken by insurgents, de­ 
clares that the situation in Torreon is 
still very serious and Chinese are in 
much danger. Mr. B assett has just re­ 
turned from Torreon. 
“The condition 
is serious for natives and other for­ 
eigners as well as Chinese,” he con­ 
tinued, “this condition being due to 
the attitude of the Maderist soldiers 
toward the people, and the fear is 
freely expressed that unless there is 
a change before the 16th of Septem ber 
there m ay be more trouble in Tor­ 
reon. 
In our investigation wre found 
many w’ho were deterred from making 
statem ents through fear. 
"The fact th a t the killing was done 
by soldiers of the revolutionary army 
is undisputed. 
This fact was testified 
to by the officers them sel’^es. 
Our in­ 
vestigation show’ed that the contention 
of the soldiers that the m assacre was 
provoked by the offer of resistance on 
the part of the Chinese is without 
foundation. 
"W e riot only found that the report 
th at the Chinese had been armed by 
General Lojero was not true, but we 
also learned that the Chinese had ob­ 
tained no arm s from the stores in 
Torreon. 
"Not a single foreigner could be 
found w’ho saw or believed that the 
Chinese offered resistance, and the 
great majority of Mexicans who were 
not connected with the Maderist forces 
are of the sam e opinion. 
“The m ystery in connection with 
this case th at seems to stagger every­ 
body, is to divine a motive w’hich ex­ 
plains such a wholesale slaughter of 
human beings. 
After the twTo careful 
investigations at the scene of the 
massacre, I have reached the conclu­ 
sion that the only rational explanation 
of the conduct of the responsible per­ 
sons in this case w*as the desire for 
loot. 
“Another fact w’hich gives a clue to 
the motive for the m assacre was that 
in every instance the shoes w’ere re­ 
moved from the bodies of the Chinese 
who were killed, which is explained 
by the fact that it was that the Chi­ 
nese hid their money in their shoes. 
Even after the Chinese who escaped 
death w’ere collected by the authorities 
and taken to the cuartel for protection, 
they w’ere robbed of everything they 
had on their persons. 
The enormity 
of their slaughter and the cruelties 
which attended 
its 
execution stag­ 
gered the community and many wit­ 
nesses stated th at no language was 
adequate to describe the details.’”

Heircs?,*s end Poor Girls to Be Taught 
New Views of Life and Love— Open 
Air Life Best For the Eastern “Do!!.” 
Idea Is Artist’s. 


No more bartering of American heir­ 
esses for foreign titles; an end to love­ 
less marriages; the discarding of the 
cigarette and cocktail as necessities 
for the up to date society girls; the end 
of the follies of the Four Hundred. 
The above are some of the reforms 
which Beatrice Farnham Otto, tile 
Boston and San Francisco artist and 
sculptress, expects to bring about by 
the establishment of an “independence 
colony” in Monument Park, near Grand 
Junction, Colo., where the girls of high 
society and the daughters of working­ 
men will be brought together to be 
taught new ideals of a sane American 
life. 
Mrs. Otto says that the girls in the 
east are “mere dolls,” and that she 
does not altogether blame them fur 
their attitude toward life because of 
the way they are brought up from ba-" 
byhood.

OME WH ERE off the Alaskan 
coast at this very moment a

flying

stripes is working her way from 
port to port dealing out justice to 
those accused of breaking the laws o: 
the United States. 
This ship is the 
United States revenue cutter Thetis, 
and her mission is hers alone, for no­ 
where else on any of the seven seas 
can her counterpart be found. 
In her 
Uncle Sam possesses the only floating 
court in the world. 
Less than a quarter of a century ago 
it was the wild beast of the boid spirits 
who tempted fortune in the Alaskan 
ice fields, where “there's never a law 
of God or man runs north to fifty- 
three!” 
But today the law reaches 
that far—and beyond—and spares no 
villages or waste places in so doing. 
And this is due iu general to the 
strong arm of the government and in 
particular to this Coating court that 
recently set out on her unique cruise. 
Cace every year, though this is only 
the second trip made, a ship of the 
revenue cutter service visits the prin­ 
cipal ports of Alaska, carrying on 
board the court officials from Valdez, 
who enforce laws and administer jus­ 
tice over a territory so scattered that, 
but for them, lawlessness might reign 
as supreme as in the old days. 
At 
the various points touched rude build­ 
ings or schoolhouses are turned into 
impromptu 
courthouses 
and justice 
meted out. Not infrequently the deck 
of the vessel becomes the scene of the 
trials of the offenders. 
In many in­ 
stances those to be tried have been 
brought more than a hundred miles 
to answer their accusers. 


Territory Covered. 
The territory covered by this floating 
court is known as the third district 
Alaska and embraces the southwestern 
portion of the country and the Aleu 
tian islands. 
Courts in the other sec 
tions are maintained much as they 
are In the states. All cases of a grave 
nature are tried at Valdez, the head 
quarters of the district, and there, too. 
are the best equipped Jail and the wait­ 
ing court officials. 
And so it was 
that from Valdez the Thetis set sail 
on her cruise of justice, which will 
last nearly two mouths. 
According to 
orders, Unalaska was the first port. 
then Xushagak. Unga and Kodiak. 
The presiding officer of the court this 
year is Judge Thomas IL Lyons/-and 
the Thetis is commanded by Captain s 
O. Cochran. 
A prosecuting attorney 
for the government and counsel for 
the defense are also carried. 
Four of 
the junior officers of the vessel are 
sworn in as commissioners and four 
special

When the little revenue cutter starts 
on her cruise she must be prepared to 
meet almost any exigency, for, aside 
from carrying the court, assisting in 
court proceedings and several lesser 
details, she will have to bring back to 
Valdez for trial all Japanese seal 
poachers and other offenders condemn­ 
ed to spend terms in either a federal 
prison in the states or in the one at 
Valdez. 


wrestling with each other on the 
beach. 
But one night when the ship 
was tied up in port one of them dis­ 
appeared.- 
Whether he had jumped 
overboard and was drowned or had 
succeeded in reaching the shore aud 
secreting himself iii the interior of 
the country was never ascertained.

A jail 
sentence is usually more of a pleasure 
than a punishment to him. 
The food 
in the jails is Tar more inviting than 
that served on their own ships and 
the work much lighter. 
In nine cases 
out of ten a blauk shell discharged or 
shot across the bowpot a suspected 
seal poacher brings it to iii a -jiffy. 
If not a solid shot works wonders. 
Then the revenue officers board the 
boat and search for evidence. 
Whatever trouble the Japanese seal 
poachers have given this country in 
the past, the future holds promise of 
relief. 
A treaty passed congress by 
which England, Russia and the Japa­ 
nese agreed to join this country in 
not hunting seal within a six mile 
limit instead of a three mile one. Aud 
in addition Japan and Russia have 
consented to hunt seal along their 
own respective coast lines. 


Their Crimes. 


The natives are but rarely accused 
of theft. 
Assembled in a store, they 
will help themselves to pocketknives 
and other trinkets that appeal to them. 
These will be passed from one to the 
other with enthusiasm. 
But the store­ 
keeper never bothers to keep tab on 
them, for he well knows that every 
article will be returned to the identical 
place from which it was taken. Theft, 
if anv. exists among the lower class 
of white men. 
Murder, however, is ]*.>ss infrequent. 
It is a custom among the native.^, if a 
white man kills one of them, to kill 
not the ^murderer, but the first white 
man encountered. 
This state of af­ 
fairs often brings peculiar cases before 
the court. 
Judge James W ickerham , delegate 
to congress from Alaska, has often sat 
in judgment upon the natives. 
“Although they are beginning to re­ 
alize the significance of our law,” he 
says, “they find that they conflict at 
every turn with their own customs. 
What to them has always been right 
is suddenly changed to wrong. 
Their 
marriage custom is by no means a bar­ 
ter. The prospective husband does not 
bid for her in a business fashion, but 
comes with presents anil pays her real 
court. ..She takes pride in the size of 
tile ‘price’ offered for her. 
She is the 
center of interest in her village and is 
proud of being wooed in that manner.” 
Hie floating court came out of a trip 
that Judge W ickerham made some 
ten years ago. 
Ile held court then at 
Unalaska and recalls one decidedly 
unusual incident of the work. 


A Murder ’Case. 


Some Experiences. 
Lieutenant Frank Austin while serv­ 
ing once as a deputy marshal was 
conveying a large party of Japanese, 
alleged seal poachers, to Valdez for 
trial. 
By never relaxing his authori­ 
ty he managed to avoid serious trou­ 
ble with them. 
At some of the stops 
they even so far forgot their arrest as 
to indulge in tfieir favorite pastime of 


“It was a murder case,” he said, “and 
one of'the most dastardly I ever ran 
across. 
The man who committed the 
deed was an American who had served 
during the Spanish-American war in 
a Tennessee regiment. 
While in the 
Philippines he shot a man for no other 
reason, apparently, than for the fun 
of seeing him die. 
“At the expiration of his prison sen- 
j fence be boarded a fishing boat bound 
J for the Aleutian country. 
At Unimak 
| island the boat stopped for water, and 
I he. with several others, went ashore. 
Upon landing they discovered three 
; tents pitched well back from the beach 
, and in them mining implements of 
I value. 
When the water had been ob- 
I tained he remained on the island. 
“The fishing boat sailed away with­ 
out him. He returned to the tents and, 
taking rifles and ammunition, made 
his way to some nearby hills. 
There 
he awaited the return of the prospec­ 
tors who owned the tents. 
As they 
came within range he opened fire on 
them, killing three oat of four of them. 
“Thirty days later other prospectors 
landed on the island and found the 
surviving one of the four lying beneath 
an overturned boat, half crazed and 
starving. 
They took him with them 
to Unalaska, where he told his terri­ 
ble story to the commanding officer of 
the Manning, and that vessel set out 
Immediately for the island. 
They 
found the skeletons of the three men 
killed and after searching discovered 
two men attired in the dead men’s 
clothes. Both were arrested. One way 
the American. 
The other proved at 
the trial that he had come to the is­ 
land after the murder had been com­ 
mitted by the testimony of the three 
head men of an Eskimo village, who 
presented a convincing alibi for him.

Apti-hog cholera -erum has been 
produced by the Purdue Experiment 
Station for the pa-i 
three 
years, 
says II. H. Madams, assistant in vet­ 
erinary laboratory at 
the 
Purdue 
University Experiment Station in a 
newspaper bulletin. 
About 50,000 hogs have been vac­ 
cinated and treated. 
The results of 
this work have been highly satisfac­ 
tory. 
Reports sent to this station by 
farmers who have 
used 
serum on 
their hogs show that the average loss 
in Hie infected herds treated was 9.5 
per cent., and following the vaccin­ 
ation of the healthy herds in these 
infected localities, 2.25 per cent. 
In neighborhoods where hog chol­ 
era infection is present, all herds in 
the near vicinity or adjoining farms 
to the cholera herds should be vac­ 
cinated. 
This precaution if 
taken, 
would pervent the spread of the dis­ 
ease and result in the saving of the 
exposed 
herds. 
Anti-hog cholera 
serum is chiefly a preventive agent. 
Because of the losses that sometimes 
occur in the badly 
infected 
herds 
that are treated and the large doses 
required, we refuse to furnish serum 
for the treatment of such herds. 
As practically all of the vaccina­ 
tion work is done iii cholera infected 
localities and exposed herds, it is 
very ne CCS ary to determine whether 
the exposed hogs are infected giving 
them virulent cholers blood. 
In hog 
cholera, the animal i- feverish sever­ 
al days before 
it stops 
eating 
or 
man ire-ta marked >v flap toms of dis­ 
ease. f u r this reason tile body tempera 
'Hic- ut .Cl iii.g- - 1 i ■»a I < I be taken be­ 
fore injecting lite virulent blood, 
lf 
the animal has a body temperature 
of 104 degrees or more, serum alone 


iii an increased dose should be used. 
Virulent blood should not be 
given 
when fever is present, whether it be 
from hog cholera or any other cause. 
J?ailing to practice the above precau­ 
tion h a s ,resulted in heavy loss in a 
number of herd- where 
serum has 
been used. 
The most desirable >ize at which 
to vaccinate hogs is when they weigh 
from 49 to (it) pounds. 
At this size 
the dose of serum is comparatively 
small arni the young hogs 
can be 
eu-ny handled and rendered perma­ 
nently immune. In infected localities 
it is sometimes necessary to vaccin­ 
ate small pigs. 
This is frequently 
practiced, but it may be necessary to 
re-\ adnate them 
win thin 
a 
few 
months as the immunity is not per­ 


il is e--en! in I that the herd be giv­ 
en good care during and after vac­ 
cination and treatment. 
Hypodermic 
syringes appropriate for the 
work 
should be used and these should be 
carefully cleaned and disinfected be­ 
fore using. 
The inkier sides of the 
thighs where tin1 injections are made 
should be washed and disinfected. 
After vaccination the hogs should be 
kept out^of dirty pens, manure piles 
and muddy wallows, in order to pre­ 
vent infection of the small wound 
made by the hypodermic needle. The 
herd should be given clean dry pen-, 
free from dust and well bedded, and 
fed a light ration for a few days fol­ 
lowing the vaccination. 
When* the 
abscesses form, they should receive 
the nece-sary treatment. 
Badly in­ 
fected herds should not be treated 
with serum. 
If the infection is re­ 
cent, serum may be used, but in ad­ 
dition the herd should receive proper 
treatment and care. 


It is impossible for this station to 
produce sufficient serum to fill the or­ 
ders receiyed. 
Requisition 
blanks 
are furnished the yeterinaria'ns, and 
orders for serum are made through 
them. 
It i- necessary to charge for 
the serum and virulent blood, as this 
line of work receives no state sup­ 
port. 
The average cost of vaccina­ 
ting hogs has been about 60 cents 
per head.
